Judge, Brice stated that he had 


gone to'Lewistown to consult Judge 
Woods who said that he woti}d have 
nothing more to do with the matter. 
He announced, further, that the re- 
hearing was refused. 
Judge Long- 


eneeker then took the floor and stat- 
ed that he had applied for a re-hear- i 
ing at the suggestion of both the 
Judges on the bench, who said they 
desired a re-hearing, to which both 
nodded assent. 
lie stated further 


thai it was clear where both the 
Judges on the. bench stood and have 
stood from the beginning. 


The matter is still a deep mys- 


tery, as it has been, from the time Mr. 
Weimer's license was first refused. 


There is and has been much wrong 
with the whole matter and it ought 
to be cleared up. 
If there is one 
branch of our government more than 
another that ought to be above re- 
proach it is the Judiciary. 


The Court, it is true, is not re-., 
quired to give reasons for its action 
but the circumstances surrounding 
'this case are. so .unusual' that,it cer- 
tainly would not be beneath the dig- 
nity of the Honorable Court to file 
reasons. 


As stated before we are not advo- 
cating the granting of liquor licenses, 
but as long as they are granted we 
believe in justice being done and in- 
tegrity maintained. 


The sober, honest and industrious 
landlord—against whom no charges 
were ever preferred for violations of 
the law-—who is refused license with- 
out any visible reason, is an infinite- 
ly better type of manhood than the 
Judge who would stoop to demand 
money for securing him 'permission 
to sell rum or who could be induced 
in any way to place a monopoly of 
the business in other hands.

Made by Fruit Growers—Prepare for 


Convention in December. 


Another crop of fruit is about har- 


vested, a dry season has had its ef- 
fects, and each knows the results he 
has received. 
Most of you have not 


as yet done any pruning or spraying, 
either for scale insects during the 
dormant season or for the fruit jn 
the summer time. We have in one 
season's time in the. Demonstration 
Orchard at the County Home corrobo- 
rated the statements of thousands of 
experimenters 
and 
practical 
fruit 


growers that it pays on an average 
75 per cent, to take every precaution 
to grow a good, clean, perfect crop 
of fruit. 
This can only be done by 


using proper methods and practices 
that are resorted to at the present 
time. 
It does not pay to take any 


chances in growing fruit, as most of 
you know that the old orchard, year 
in and year out, pays better than any 
other farm crop. 


We took part of the orchard at the 


County Home southwest of Bedford, 
pruned "the trees thoroughly, sprayed 
them for codling moth, after the blos- 
soms fell, with arsenate of lead 3 Ibs 
to 30 gallons ot Bordeau mixture, 
which was used for fungus diseases, 
and followed two weeks later with 
the same treatment. Later in the 
season the borers were removed and 
the tiunks painted -with white-lead 
and linseed oil irom the roots up to 
about IS inches to keep them out. 
Some of the large trees had as 
high as eight big borers to a tree. If 
any persons who do not believe in 
spiaying could visit the orchard at 
this time and see the Iriut hanging 
on the trees they could not help but 
be convinced. 
The fruit is perfect, 


well-eoloied, fiee from worm marks 
and solid, finer than any unsprayed 
apples ever grown. These are i csults 
obtained almost at jour doors m the 
poor season, but the work will go on 
for at least one year in the same or- 
chard 
Keep in touch with the work.

THE SCHBLLSBUKG EXHIBIT 


Results of Experiment* Shown at the 


County Pair. 


Schellsburg, October 13, 1908. 


Bedford 
Gazette:—Just 
a 
few 
words in reference to the Schellsburg 
Association Exhibit at the County 
Fair. We did not enter the competi- 
tion for any prizes. The Exhibit was 
simply intended to show, in a small 
way, 
the work we have undertaken 
here to improve* farming conditions. 
We could have put in a-much larger 
exhibit and larger quantities of each 
thing, but thought the smaller ex- 
hibit sufficient to call attention to 
our work. 


We tried this year twelve new va- 
rieties of field corn, giving each the 
same chance as our local seed. Some 
of the new varieties, which are put 
out under strong claims by reputable 
seed houses, are either not suited to 
our conditions here or will not make 
the record claimed for them any- 
where. 
Those we are going to send 
to the ash-heap. 
Some of the new 
corn, however, has shown valuable 
haracteristics, and now comes the 
:iard work of fixing those character- 
sties, with others of value, by cross- 
breeding; but we are going to under- 
take that work, and hope to develop 
strains of corn that will give heavy 
vields and still be entirely safe to 
slant in any season. 


Of the 33 varieties of potatoes, fur- 
nished by the United States to carry 
on the work of blight-proofing, a 
number have shown very desirable 
characteristics, while some have to go 
J:o the ash-heap also. One character- 
stic of the better varieties that 
showed strongly was the vigor of con- 
stitution. The majority of the vines 
were alive and green and making 
headway until killed by frost, while 
all other potatoes around here had 
"ong 
been dead. 


Experiments with cowpeas and soy 
jeans were very successful and we 
are going to work out these proposi- 
io~hs to improve farming. 
Experi- 
ments with inoculation of clovers, 
etc., were highly successful this year. 
inoculated clover pulled through the 
errible drought in good average con- 
dition, where uninoculated clovers 
killed out. The proofs of this 
tendency are too clear to admit of 
any doubt and the value of inocula- 
tion in this regard is a "great find." 
Also, we have found out something of 
the value of alsike cloyer, of how to 
handle alfalfa—which pulled through 
this dry spell in good, wintering con- 
dition, and we have established the 
value of new strains of oats as 
against seed we have been using. 
In the trucking work, while our 
crop was light we have^by a series of 
comparative tests, weeded out infer- 
ior seed and now have stuff of quality 
that will grade "A" in any market in 
this country. 
Soil tests, fertilizer 
tests, etc., have been only modifiedly 
successful, yet we have learned valu- 
able lessons from them, and next 
year, as a result, we think we will be 
equipped'for much better work. 
We have learned how to successful- 
ly combat blight, insect pests, and po- 
tato scab, from actual field results.

The ditcher or ditch" cleaner is a con- 


, _venient device for clearing ditches and 


thus keeping; a road,In-good condition. 
It consists of a guide plank 2 Inches by 
32 inches by 12 feet arid a mold boa n I 
2 inches by-12 Inches by 8 feet These 
are traced with tf'crossplece three feet 
long, as shown in the plan. The mold-

board should be shod with an iron plate 
one-quarter inch by 4 inches by 3 feet 
held in position with three-eighths-inch 
bolts countersunk. 
The cross brace 


should be hollowed three inches on 
each side at the middle^ the hollowing 
to begin not less than four inches from 
each - end in order "that its bearing 
against the guide and mold board 
planks- shall not be shortened nor the 
nailing space decreased. This is. done 
to prevent earth from heaping up in 
front of the brace. A light platform is 
-needed to make the use of the ditcher* 
safe. 


The. ditch is made as shown in the 


illustration W the plan, the short side 
of the ehain'beiiig about two feet three 
inches in length and the Jong side eight 
feet throe inches. The chain is made 
to pass over the moldboasd, so that it 
may clear itself more readily. Two or 
three horses, according to the difficulty 


^of the particular condition, are neces- 
"sary to clear a ditch. 
" To secure the best service from the 
ditcher a weight of about 200 pounds 
should be placed over the front end. 
The essential thing to'"be gained is to 
hav* the ditcher maintain a smooth, 
even surface on the bottom of the 
ditch. There is-then no obstruction to 
the flow of water. This requires that 
soft, muddy holes be passed over light- 
ly and hard, high places be reduced. 
This resnlt is obtained if the driver 
shifts his weight forward or backward 
"as a high point or a mudhole is ap: 
preached. 
If the driver shifts his 


weight forward the point of the ditch- 
er is driven into -the ground. If he 
moves back the pressure-*, on^ the for- 
ward end is relieved, and the pull on 
the chain tends to raise it. 


Besides clearing the ditch, the ditch- 


er assists in preserving the slope from 
the side of the road to the bottom of 
the ditch. 
This keeps the road safe 


from possible accident to traffic from 
ditches with too abrupt slopes.

ROAD- EXPEFttMENT. 


Oil Containing -AfcpHalt • to" Be 'Used 


With Sand at Cape Cod. 


The Massachusetts highway commis- 


sion is to conduct an interesting ex- 
periment in road building on Cape 
Cod, where there is no stone to speak 
of. A heavy grade of Texas crude oil 
containing a large percentage of "as- 
phalt will be used with the sand. The 
sand road will first be shaped with a 
road machine, and heated oil will be 
spread over the surface. A second lot 
of oil will be sprinkled on when the 
first coat has been on for two weeks. 


The surface will then be cut up with 


a disk harrow so as to mix the sand 
and oil to a depth of four Inches. Aft- 
er this has been done the road will be 
rolled and the surface sprinkled with a 
thin layer of sand to absorb the sur- 
face oil. A little work of this sort was 
done under the highway commission's 
supervision 
about 
two 
years 


•which has resulted satisfactorily.
